MUSIC AND ART. 


The President's Reception—Daudet's Few 
Play—The Conservatoire of P a i l s — 
Next National Art Exhibition. 


T a r is, D ecem ber 29, 1SS3. 
T he struggle betw een th e Bonapartiatfl 
w ho prefer th e l’rince Jero m e and those 
w ho love b etter th e P rince \ ictor has be­ 
com e extrem ely b itter, and i t is im possible 


to say how it will term inate. A few weeks 
ago th e P rince V ictor p ublished a le tte r d e­ 
clarin g his unw illingness to figure in any 
political role,or to pose as th e an tagonist of 
h is father. 
Several d ay s ago he published 
a second letter,

THE ‘‘ KINGS IN EXILE,” 
A nd presented them officially to th e ex ­ 
K ing and Queen of N aples, w ho have ju st 
retu rn ed to P aris from th e G erm an baths. 
N evertheless, th e play continues to be 
played am i to a ttra c t large houses, though 
th ere are m any in terru p tio n s, very painful 
for th e adm irable artists w ho fill th e lead ­ 
ing lo'es. 
Paris has seldom enjoyed such 
beautiful acting as th a t of M ile. Pierson, 
w ho plays th e extrem ely difficult p art of 
th e Queen of lliy ria, th e g ran d ly noble 
w ife of th e ignom inious K ing C h ristian II. 
On the second evening of th e rep resen ta­ 
tio n of the " K in g s in E x ile” th re was 
enough of disturbance in th e audience to 
m ake M ile.

A t th e end of th e th ird act Bhe was ev i­ 
d en tly very m uch fatigued, w hen a singu­ 
lar incident occurred w hich attra c te d the 
a tten tio n of the audience sufficiently to 
m ak e it oblivious of th e play in its sym pa­ 
th y for th e charm ing actress. 
Mile. P ier­ 
son held in her hand the er.iw n of Illyria, 
from w hich her husband, the K ing,had st ilen 
th e jew els and replaced t tern w ith false 
ones, w hich w ere held to g eth er by golden 
th read s. 
In h er nervousness she pressed 
th e crow n too closely, the th read s snapped 
and the false pearls (of glass) w ere crushed 
in to her hands.

T h e piano pupils 
have increased th is year m ist form idably. 
F o rty tw o young 
m en aud tw o hundred 
and ten young wom en w ill rejoice th e ears 
of th e C onservatoire Professors f ir the 
n ex t th ree years, a n d E ra ry and Pledel wilt 
have to furnish a new supply of ivory, and 
w e hear th a t Suiinw ay and C hickering are 
going to eetublish b ra n rh -h "uses a t Paris ; 
b u t if piano aspirants go on increasing at 
th e above rate Paris w ill need th e assist­ 
ance of our K uade and W eber, and wil 
have to build an o th er C onservatoire be­ 
sides ! 
A very em iueut p ianist is T heo­ 
dore K 'tter, who 
has 
been in terp retin g 
M ozart's c m certoa a t th e Pasdeloup con­ 
certs. 
N othing can be m ore beautiful th an 
these cODceitis of M ozart, aud uothiD gcau 
be m ore difficult to play w ith the required 
perfection, and y et our p ianists seldom , if 
ev er, play them , regarding them usually 


as too sim ple, or som ewhat old-fashioned, 
which is a real loss for the genuine lover and 
student of the best music. 


THEODORE RITTER, 
W ho is engaged to give a series of concerts 
in A m erica, has a sonorous and elegant 
touch, and his sim plicity of sty le is p artic­ 
u larly pleasing to th e fastidious Parisians, 
and is certain to please th e still m ore fas­ 
tidious A m ericans. 
T he young a rtist has 
n ot only succeeded in interesting th e pub­ 
lic, b u t in exciting m uch enthusiasm , a 
difficult m atter for any pianist since the 
days of Liszt and Chopin. 
On first h ear­ 
ing his rendering of M ozart s concertos we 
feared th a t he attem p ted to m odernize a 
little th e style of M ozart, b u t an follow ­ 
ing him closely, w ith the m usic before us, 
we w ere surprised to find th a t he adhered 
scrupulously to the original score. 
I he 
orchestra of th e Pasdeloup is th e m ost 
perfect in th e w orld. 
Tne re is not th e 
difference betw een it and Thomas orches­

R ecently he aecom- 
' panieii his m other to N ew Y ork on a visit, 
and w hile there sold th e stam p to a dealer 
for >47 50. 
T he stam p being on th e origi­ 
nal postm arked envelope, and bearing its 
ow n ere lentials, so to speak, m ade it much 
m ore valuable. E ven rarer thau tn is is the 
three cent stam p issued by M r. M cNish as

ature of th e w ater is 195’, and 3,000,000 
gallons are discharged every tw enty-four 
hours. 
T he w ater loses b u t 70° of heat in 
the passage, and is used for m echanical 
pmrposes by th a t com pany, and afterw ard 
conducted through a second tunnel 1,100 
feet long.and along an open w aterw ay a mile 
and a half in length to th e Carson river.

of as th e F irst C jm m oner in E ngland. T he 
d ignity attach in g to him w hile in th e dis­ 
charge of his duties in tho H ouse is, as the 
w riter w as m ade to feel on one occasion, of 
th e m ost aw ful description.

In th e H ouse has changed som ew hat since 
th e general election four years ago, and 
th e Liberals have been th e sufferers. If th e 
H ouse w ere full it w ould consist of 658 
m em bers, b u t IS Ei-ats have been tem po­ 
rarily disfranchised on account of corrup­ 
tion, w hich reduces th e actual num ber to 
040. 
A t th e organization, four years ago, 
there w ere G52 m em bers, 12 of th e vacant 
scats being th en filled. 
T hese G52 were 
divided as follows : L iberals, 354 ; 
Con­ 
servatives, 230 ; H om e R ulers, 62 ; 
the 
L iberals th u s having a m ajo rity of I IS over 
the C onservatives, and of 5G over C onserv­ 
atives and Hom e R ulers com bined. 
Since 
th e general election 90 new m em bers have 
been retu rn ed . 
In these contests th e Lib­ 
eróla lost 10 seats and gained .9, th eir to tal 
loss beingjR !. 
T he C onservatives, on the 
o th er hand, lost 3 seats and gained 13, 
m aking a n et gain of 
10. 
T he H om e 
R ulers have also gained both in num bers 
and stren g th ; notably, in th e la tte r p ar­ 
ticular, by th e acquisition of H ealey and 
O ’Brien. 
T hus, o u t of th e 040 m em bers 
w hich now co n stitu te th e House, th e G ov­ 
ern m en t at th e present tim e have 332, the 
C onservatives 24.4. and th e Hom e Rulers 
05, to e Liberal m ajority b u n g 89 over the 
C onservatives and 24 over th e C onserva­ 
tives and 
Hom e 
R ulers com bined, 
as 
against 1 IS and 56 v hen the p resent P ar­ 
liam ent first m et. 
T his is quite a change. 
I t does not necessarily im ply, how ever, 
th a t Liberal principles have Incom e u n ­ 
popular, for contests to fill vacancies in 
the interim betw een general elections sel­ 
dom bring out a full vote, and are, conse­ 
q uen tly , often lost by default. 
B a t th e

TAKE THE SENSE OK THE COUNTRY 


U pon his adm inistration. 
T here w ill cer­ 
tainly be a dissolution n ex t year, if not 
this. 
W h at th e resuit of such an appeal 
to th e voters w ould be depends upon 
w hether or n o t th e franchise is extended 
beforehand, and upon th e issues th a t are 
m ade prom inent in th e cam paign.

THE IRISH QUESTION. 
T he country is g ettin g to be very sus­ 
ceptible in regard to Ireland. 
M uch has 
been done for th a t country by th e present 
G overnm ent, and m uch m ore is prom ised ; 
and the m ore th ey get th e m ore th ey want. 
F ar from creating a feeling ot contentm ent, 
the concessions already m ade seem only to 


have intensified the demand for further 
and more sweeping changes. 
One of the 
best informed men on the other side of the 
channel said recently: 
“ The feelings of 
the great mass of the Irish people towards 
the people of Eegland seem to be more 
fierce and sullen than at any previonB 
period w ithin the memory of this gener­ 
ation. 
Anyone who knows the real state 
of the country, and who speaks truly, must 
tell you that never in the hight of the 
Land League violence was there so settled 
a resolve, so confident an expectation of 
the ultim ate success of the policy whose 
object is the breaking up of the union 
w ith England and the establishm ent of a 
separate Irish nationality.” 
This, the peo­ 
ple of England believe. 
And the question 
before them, as tersely put by a leadm g 
Conservative, is, “ H ow do they mean to 
deal w ith the case ? 
Do they mean from 
their weariness and disgust—or even, per­ 
haps, from terror— to concede a demand 
which they m ust know woul i bs fatal to 
their material interests ; or do they mean 
to 
HOLD ON LIKE GRIM DEATH 
To an island w hich in th e hands of an in ­ 
dependent or hostile pow er w ould be con­ 
tinually placing B ritish freedom and peace 
in jeopardy 
” 
" T h e y m ight lose In d ia 
and th eir colonies,” added 
th is 
plain 
spoken orator, “ and still rem ain a great 
nation ; b u t if th ey lost Irelan d th ey w ere 
done fo r.” 
N ow , should these p o u ts be 
'pressed a t a general election, th e L iberals 
pleading for g reater concessions to u n ­ 
happy E rin, and th e Tories advocating a 
policy of firm governm ent, it is n o t a t ail 
unlikely th a t th e la tte r w ould carry the 
day. 
A s to w hether or not Ireland w ill 
finally be a separate nation, I v en tu re no 
opinion ; b u t I am sure th e E nglish people 
have no idea a t present of allow ing such a 
separation, and I am equally sure th a t they 
w ill en ter a strong p ro test ere long agaiust 
th e p resent policy of conciliation. 


THE MINISTERIAL PROGRAMME 


For the season has so far leaked out th a t 
every one know s now w h at m easure will 
tak e precedence. 
T here w ill no doubt be 
hundreds of bills introduced, b u t th e great 
bill— th a t receiving th e greatest alten tio n 
and aw akening th e uiOBt w ide-spread in­ 
terest, w ill he assim ilated w ith th a t of th e 
boroughs. 
T his bill, if it pass, w ill give a 
vote to every householder w ho is rated for 
the relief of th e poor. 
T he ad u lt male 
populatiou cf th e U nited K iugdom is about 
eight and a half m illion. 
Of these, under 
the present system , not m ore th a n tw o and 
a h alf m illions can vote at P arliam ent iry 
elections. 
T hus, six m illions are w ithout 
th e franchise, or, as M r. C ham berlain p u ts 
it, “ O ut of every seventeen m en you m eet 
on th e streets, five only have votes, and 
th e rem ainder have no share in th e gov­ 
ernm ent of th e co u n try ." 
“ T here is

EXTENDING THE ELECTIVE FRANCHISE. 
T he Tories, and m any o th er people, a re 
greatly shocked because it is proposed to 
include Irelan d in th is franchise ; 
b u t 
a3ule from the justice of such a course how 
could M r. G ladstone do otherw ise, w ith 
any reasonable prospect of gettin g perm is­ 
sion of the H om e R ulers to pass his bill ? 
B ut a desperate struggle w ill he m ade at 
th is point. 
To enfranchise th e laboring 
population in th e Irish counties m eans the 
loss of m any seats to both L iberals and 
C onservatives. 
P arnell claim s th a t out of 
th e 105 m em bers who sit m P arliam ent to 
represent Irelan d , he w ould, in th a t case, 
have ninety-seven a t his heels, and the 
C onservative elem ent declare th a t th is es­ 
tim ate is no exaggeration.

G ladstone w ill 
m eet w ith opposition wi hin his own p arty, 
and it i i certain th e Tories w ill never con­ 
sen t to it. 
H ere, then, is a rock upon 
w hich not only th e franchise hill, b u t the 
L iberal G overnm ent, m ay be w recked, 
RETIREMENT OK GLADSTONE. 


U ncom m on in terest attaches t i th e ses­ 
sion th a t w ill open on th e 5 th of next 
m onth, for th e reason th a t it w ill, in all 
probability, w itness th e retirem en t from 
th e arena of aotive politics of th e great 
L ito ral Prem ier.

H om e is located a t GS C lem entina street, 
San Francisco, has in th e m ost thorough 
m anner solved th e questiou : how shall we 
save to good citizenship our orphan, ne­ 
glect ?d and w ayw ard children? and being 
deeply im pressed w ith th e fact th a t this is 
th e m ost v ital issue of th e present tim e, 
aud th a t th e w hole people of tho S tate 
should be m ade fully acquaint 'd w ith the 
plan of th is adm irable organization, we pro­ 
pose in th e present a rtic li to give a clear 
and concise explanation of its m ethod, 
w hich has proved th e m ost pronounced and 
em inent reform atory success of th e W est, 
its grand w o r k during th e pa9t tw en ty 
m onths having no parallel, eith er in th is or 
any o th er country.

Schools have had th eir day, and a m ost 
terrible and fearfully expensive one it has 
beeD, intelligent people everyw here having 
becom e fully alive to th e fact th a t such 
places are, iu m ost cases, nothing m ore 
nor less th an dens of in iq u ity , nurseries of 
crim e, and hot-beds of th e m ost loathsom e 
and revolting practices, in w hich children 
are practically educated to finally gravi­ 
ta te , first to th e jail or H ouse of I orrec- 
tion, n ex t th e S tate I’rison, and last of all 
(in m any cases), tn an ignom inious end 
upon th e gallows. 
In view of all this, w hich is as suscepti­ 
ble of dem onstration as th e fact th a t tw ice 
tw o m ake four, is it n e t hum iliating to 
th in k th a t w e have beeu spending m illions 
of dollars annually during th e past forty 
years for th e purpose of reform , w hen we 
were in fact fitting in tho m ost practical 
m anner possible our w ayw ard youth for 
every species of crim e, and sow ing the 
seed th a t has since produced a h arvest of 
crim inals, unprecedented in th e anr.als of 
civilization, and all th is, the d irect result 
of the In stitu tio n a l M ethod, or absence of 
m e th o d '! 
“ Hom es 
V ersus In stitu tio n s ” has its 
crigiu ;n D ivinity itself, and for this best 
of all reasons has been wisely tak en as th e 
fundam ental principle of th e B oys’ and 
G irls’ A id Society, whoso m ethod, like 
ev erything else in n atu re th a t is tru ly use­ 
ful, is pre-em inently sim ple, th e resu lts in 
proportion being greater aud less expensive 
thau those of any o th er reform atory organ­ 
ization th a t ever existed, every detail hav­ 
ing been brought rig h t dow n to th e m ost 
econom ic basis. 
To explain m ore fully, it costs th e soci­ 
ety to tak e a boy or girl, feed, clothe and 
discipline either, and finally place him or 
her ui a w ell-ordered hom e, th ere to re ­ 
m ain (still un d er th e society's oversight) 
until of age, and th en to go forth fitted to 
assum e th e duties of life, th e com para­ 
tively insignificant sum of §7 50. 
These 
are th e exact figures as show n by th e rec­ 
ords of th e society k ep t during th e past 
tw enty m onths.

L et th e reader ta k e th e record of re­ 
form atory in stitu tio n s in general, and see 
w hat the am ount per capita has been. 
It 
has cost the S tate of C alifornia about seven 
hundred and fifty dollars to educate and 
quiTlify for th e business of robbery, m u r­ 
der and arson, th e average of its w ell 
trained graduates during th e past twenty- 
years, th e tru th of « h ic h assertion can be 
seen a t a glance by reference to its S tats 
aud m unicipal reports. 
Seven dollars and 
fifty cents to place a boy or gii! in a good 
home, th ere to he schooled and brought up 
for th e duties of life by th e tru e m ethods 
ordained by th e Suprem e Being, and seven 
hundred and fifty dollars to m ake a red ­ 
handed crim inal o u t of eith er by th e ac­ 
cursed system , acts 
and tricks, invented 
aud presided over by S atan. 
Is it not 
tim e th a t th e fathers and m others of the 
children of 
this generation looked this 
m ost v ital m atter squarely in th e face, and 
w ill not and should n o t every charitably 
disposed m an and w om an in th is fair land, 
in our ow u beautiful C alifornia, com e at 
once to th e resane and help w ith m oney, 
m aterial, w ord and deed, this noble organ­ 
ization, th a t during th e sh o rt period of

bhow, th ere are b u t tw o of th e num ber 
placed outeide of Sau Francisco, th a t are 
not doing w ell, th a t are n o t fairly on the 
high road to tru e sovereign independence. 
Is not this a m ighty result, and w here is 
the h eart th a t doec n o t sw ell or th e eye 
th a t w ill n o t m oisten a t th e th o u g h t of th e 
good th a t m ight be accom plished ; of th e 
glorious achievem ents in store tor this 
grandest and tru e st of all reform atory 
societies in A m erica (w ith th a t notable e x ­ 
ception, th e C hildren’s A id Society of N ew 
Y ork), if it can only be supported by the 
great public of th e S ta te ? 
W h at pursuit 
can possibly be m ore exalted th a n th a t of 
saving our boys and girls, and how can 
money be so w ell expended ? 
H ow could 
a dying m an or w om an m ake a bequest 
more acceptable to H im w ho said, Suffer 
little children to com e uuto Me, or p er­ 
form a deed th a t th e very Angel of God 
w ould m ore quickly record to his or her 
eternal credit, th an by leaving som ething 
tangible behind for this w o rth y society ? 
W e hear of gifts to th is educational in sti­ 
tu tio n aud th a t, w hich in th e aggregate 
am ount to m illions ; hundreds of th o u ­ 
sands of dollars given for cold, soulless 
statuary, to 6tand a t th e entrances of halls 
of learning, and be as coldly gazed upon by 
the casual visitor, w hile here are th o u ­ 
sands upon thousands of living statues, 
m ade in the im age of th e C reator, who 
possess im m ortal souls, and w ill not th e 
rich and charitably disposed th in k of them , 
and w ith th eir m oney aid th e extension of 
this glorious w ork ? 
T he §150,000 paid for 
some cold m arble group would constitute a 
fund sufficiently large to produce an in­ 
come, w hich w ould literally regenerate the 
S tate, and carry comfort to many bleeding 
m other’s heart, now driven to u tte r des­ 
peration through the waywardness of her 
boy or girl. 
The society owna a lo t on C lem entina 
street, San I'rin ciseo , 25 by SO feet in 
size, and th eir hom e (a plain wooden one) 
covers th e whole area. 
In this building 
the boys and girls are 
k ep t ju st loDg 
enough to d eterm ine each one's individual 
characteristics, and th en quickly as possi- 
bis sent aw ay to th e m ust appropriate 
home th a t can be found. 
T his procesB ie 
constantly going on, th e building being 
sim ply a depot, aud n o t an in stitu tio n in 
any sense of th e word. 
A s we said b e­ 
fore, it needs m oney a t all 
tim es. 
Its 
quarters are entirely too sm all, and far 
inore com m odious ones are needed, so th a t 
it can be enabled to extend i s operations 
and provide ten children w ith hom es where 
it now provides b n t one. 
I t receives no 
aid w hatever from S tate, county or m unici­ 
pality, except through ;he few boya or 
girls occasionally sent to it in conform ity 
with Section 138S of th e Pena! Code, but 
depends w holly upon charitable contribu­ 
tion! for th e m eans to m eet ite obligations, 


One of its m ost pressing wants is a good, 
reliable, big-hearted corresponding mem­ 
ber in each tow n and city in the State, who 
w ill act in such capacity w ithout remuner­ 
ation except the true pure satisfaction 
such a noble position would afford and un­ 
qualified respect it would certainly com ­ 
mand. 
Such an one, furnishing all neces­ 
sary information to those in his or her d is­ 
trict, who desire to adopt, indenture or 
em ploy a boy or girl, and also to act as a 
sort of consul for both parties, seeing that 
each lived strictly up to his portion of the 
contract. 
The question—how shall we re­ 
form our juvenile criminals, and w h at shall 
we do w ith our wayward boys and girls, 
is of tbe utm ost consequence to all: ir fact, 
it is difficult to discover any other m ore 
so, 
and sooner or later w ill surely come 
directly home to every father and mother 
in the State. 
T he dreadful consequences 
of institutional reform atories, tak en in con­ 
nection w ith the thousand and one new 
avenues to m oral and physical destruction 
are spreading in every direction, am i u n ­ 
less this noble society is helped in all pos­ 
sible w ays, the o u ilro k is tru ly sad in ­ 
deed, and m ust go on from b id to worse 
until th ere « ill be b u l little virtu e left in 
the com m onw ealth; for, reader, the boys and 
girls of the generation m ust becom e tbe 
father? and m others of the next. 
W e ask all « ho read th is to consider it 
carefully, and having done so, to ask th em ­ 
selves if th ere is one false sentence in i; or 
one line th a t docs not m eet th eir honest, 
hearty approbation, and th en help in a 
tangible m anner th is grand organization, 
th a t has no th in g to do w ith eith er politics 
or sectarianism , having b u t one single aim, 
nam ely, th e reform ation of th e w ayw ard 
boys aud girls of C alifornia, through the 
m edium of th a t first u n it of all th a t is 
good iu life, th e hom e and fam ily. 
H elp 
it first of all for th e ch ild ren ’s sake ; next, 
for th e regeneration of tiiis fair S tate, and, 
finally, as a grateful trib u te to th e G reat 
God, who, perchance, has blessed you w ith 
more th au an average share of th is w orld's 
riches.

He w as kind, am iable, and th ere 
was no question as to his social position, 
and as th e girl seem ed very m uch in love 
w ith him her p aren ts relu ctan tly gave 
th eir consent. She w ent w ith her husband 
to her far-off hom e. 
She knew no G er­ 
m an (as he spokb E nglish very well) and 
had no know ledge ot th e w orld. 
T h in k 
w hat her life m u st have been. 
She could 
speak w ith nobody for a w hile, u n til she 
m astered enough of tho language of the 
co u n try to get along. T he few am usem ents 
p erm itted her w ere not tho6e she had been 
accustom ed to, 
and th e absolute social 
freedom to com e and go w ith o u t suspicion, 
th a t is one of th e charm s of A m erican 
w om an-life, w as all gone. 
Tw o years ago 
1 w as in a garrison tow n of A ustria, on 
th e Low er D anube, and th ere I m et w h at 
had been th e sw eetly -p retty girl of ten 
years ago. 
I never saw 6uch a change. 
“ You are th e only A m erican I have 
m at th a t I ever knew before in ten y ears,” 
she Eaid. “ I am n o t unhappy, b u t I th in k 
if our girls a t hom e could only know or u n ­ 
d erstan d how different ev ery th in g here is 
from w hat th e y have been used to, th ey 
w ould never dream of m arrying a m an who 
w as n o t an A m erican. T hey have to change 
everything w hen th ey com e abioad to live. 
I have gone for years and never heard m y 
m other tongue. 
L opold, m y husbaud, is 
in com m and here. 
B ut there arc no ladies 
for m e to associate w ith. 
In th e A ustrian 
srrvice no m an is p erm itted to m arry u ntil 
he has a certain incom e. 
T he young offi­ 
cers, therefore, cannot m arry, for th ey are 
generally poor. 
Those w ho are rich go 
into th e G uards regim ents, w hich are at 
V ienna or o th er large cities. So we g et th e 
w orst and poorest educated in th e line. 
I 
have n o t epoken to a lady in six m ouths. 
You cannot im agine m y u n u tterab le loneli­ 
ness.” 
As I bade her good-by she broke 
into a to rre n t of tears, and said : 
“ I am 
so lo n e ly ; I am so lonely. 
Oh, th a t I 
could go hom e ! ” 
U pon m y re tu rn to 
A m erica 
I saw 
her m other, 
and told 
her 
th a t 
her 
d au g h ter was dying of 
hom esickness, and th a t if she evei wished 
to see her alive th ey m ust bring her hom e 
for a visit. 
T hey did so, b u t th e bad liv­ 
ing and m iasm a bad d o re its w ork only 
too w ell, and she died w ith in th ree weeks 
after she again cam e u n d er h tr fatn er’a 
rocf. 
If our girls could only kno«', or if 
th e y w ould only th in k , how m uch u n h ap ­ 
piness ttu y w ould save them selves ! 
Lnc 
first th in g a foreigner th in k s of in m arry ­ 
ing is m oney, and n o t an A m erican girl in 
one hundred is m arried for any oth er 
cause th an th a t she has or w ill have 
m oney. 
T his rule is absolute. 
F or the 
Bake of h er dollars th e noble G erm an, or 
w hat not, 
bestows upon her his rank, 
w hich he w ould never do if she w ere not 
rich. 
Sm all «-onder is it, then , th a t oui 
p ainstaking C onsul m akes up such a sta te ­ 
m ent as tn a t quoted from , and th a t the 
resu lt is invariably w h at he B a y s it is— 
sham e and m isery u n til death . 
I t m ay be 
th a t th e lesson w ill be heeded, and if it is, 
th en M r. P o tte r has done a w ork th a t en­ 
titles him to th e th an k s of every A m erican 
m an or w om an.—[W ashington H erald. 


S h e r i d a n ’s 
F o x H u n t . —D u rin g 
the 
w in ter he rem ained near W inchester, b u t 
as soon as tb e roads and th e rains allowed, 
G ran t d irected him to push once m ore up 
th e valley-—th is tim e n o t to retu rn . 
H e 
w as to advance in th e direction of R ich­ 
m ond, destroying th e railroads in every 
direction, as w ell as all stores th a t could 
possibly be of use to th e enem y. 
In 
order to conceal his purpose, S heridan r e ­ 
sorted to one of those ingenious devices 
in w hich he w as unrivaled since tb e days 
of H annibal. 
H e learned th a t th e people 
of the neighborhood w ere fond of hunting, 
and encouraged his staff to m ake th eir 
acquaintance and ta lk of foxes aud bounds. 
A pack of hounds w as found, and a day 
set for th e chase. 
T he 
hounds 
w ere 
b rought into W inchester, tb e horses w ere 
shod, 
and all th e ta lk of th e country 
around w as of S heridan's h u n t. 
On the 
appointed 
day 
th e w hole neighborhood 
cam e to th e m eet, th e G eneral and his 
staff conspicuous. 
T he s ta rt 
was m ade 
aud th e ru n w as good, 
b u t th e G en­ 
eral and his staff w en t fu rth er th au the 
V irginians, and th e arm y follow ed. 
T hey 
rode after th e enem y, and never retu rn ed . 
T he stratagem had k ep t all th e news of 
S heridan’s intentions secret, as ail prep 
arations w ere a ttrib u te d to th e h u n t, and 
he w as far on his w ay before th e w ile was 
discovered.— [G eneral B adeau in th e F eb ­ 
ruary C entury. 


F l o o d i n g t h e S a h a r a . —T he p ro ject of 
flooriing tho S ahara, and th u s opening up 
C entral A frica to com m erce and civiliza­ 
tion, appears to lie reviving—th e opinion 
still being urged by geographers and en ­ 
gineers tn a t, if th e w ater of th e ocean 
conld th u s be let into th a t desert, th e cli­ 
m ate, th e soil and th e san itary condition 
w ould all b - im proved. 
T hough nearly 
tw o-thirds as large as E urope, and co n tain ­ 
ing some 200,000,000 in h ab itan ts, th e only 
m eans of com m unication w ith th e rest of 
th e w orld lies in the caravan track s. 
In 
th e S arah D esert there is a rem arkable d e ­ 
pression, covering an area of ab o u t 60,000 
miles, th is depressed portion being know n 
as E lijuf, and said to extend from w ithin 
tw elve mile9 from th e sea shore to regions 
in th e close neighborhood of T im lu cto o .

The Household, 
A plain dessert can be made by follow­ 
ing the directions for making roly-poly 
pudding, and by substituí ng jelly for 
fruit. 
Cut in slices, and serve with wine 
sauce. 
Oatmeal cookies combine many good 
qualities, and will he relished by children. 
Make them just like an ordinary cooky, 
using two-thirds oatmeal 
and one-third 
wheat flour. 
To m ake jum bles take one pint of sour 


cream, two cups of sugar, three eggs, a 
quart of flour, into which is sifted two tea­ 
spoonfuls of baking powder ; season with 
cinnamon ; cut into rings and fry in lard to 
a light brown. 
An extremely simple way of ornament­ 
ing the square of flannel which you put 
over the baby in his carriage is to crochet 
a row of open work and a small scallop on 
the edge, and run a bright ribbon through 
the open spaces. 
If the family is very small, and large 
loaves of bread are likely to become stale 
before they can bs eaten, it is a good plan 
to make two little loaves for one tin. Tfiey 
will keep their shape all right, and will not 
rnn together or adhere any more than rolls 
or biscuits do. 
Apple custard pie should be baked with 
an under crust only. 
The filling is deli­ 
cious if made of one pint of sweet milk, 
one pint of smooth apple Bauce, well sweet­ 
ened, three eggs ; flavor with lemon or 
with a little cinnamon. 
This will make 
two small-sized pies or one very large one. 
A pretty hag to hold cards is made by­ 
taking two squares of pasteboard of the 
same size and covering them with satin ; 
on the upper part of the outside one put 
on a lid of velvet or plush ; finish the 
edge with a cord and hang by narrow rib 
bons. 
The back need net be covered with 
satin ; silesia of the same color can be used. 
The bag should be lined. 
A fine chicken soup, which is not only 
palatable but highly nourishing, may be 
made by cutting the fowl in tj small pieces 
and lay in salt water for a half hour ; put 
it in a sonp kettle with three and one-half 
quaits of water ; season with pepper and 
one onion. 
When the fowl is tender re­ 
move it and add to the soup two well- 
beaten eggs, a cup of milk and a dozen 
butter crackers. 
Nothing is more wholesome and nutri­ 
tious for breakfast than good graham 
gems. 
Try- this way of making them ; 
One pint of sour milk, one egg, one spoon- 
fnl of sugar, pinch of salt, teaspoonful of 
soda and enough good fresh graham flour 
to make a stiff batter. 
Baketl in greased 
gem pans, or pour tho batter into a large 
bread pan and bike like gingcr-bread. 
They will be delicious, light, puffy and 
wholesome. 
Now is the time of year to enjoy scal­ 
loped oysters: Take two quarts of oys­ 
ters, halt a cupful of batter, half a cupful 
of cream or milk, four teaspoonfula of salt, 
half a teaspoonful of pepper, two quarts of 
stale bread-crumbs, 
and spice, if yon 
choose. 
Butter the scallop dishes aud 
put in a layer of crumbs, and then one of 
the oysters. 
Dredge with the salt and 
pepper, and put small pieces of hufftr 
here and there in the dish. 
Now have 
another layer of oysters, seasoning as be­ 
fore; then add the milk, and, finally, a 
thick layer of crumbs, which dot wi:h 
butter. 
Bake twenty minutes in a rather 
quick oven. 
The crumbs mu3t bo light 
and flaky. 
The quantity’ given above is 
enough to till two dishes.

Many gooff anecdotes of Sherman were 
current during the war. 
Some of them, 
he once said, when they were brought to 
his notice, had been told of every General 
since Hannibal. 
Here is one of unques­ 
tionable authenticity, which shows his sa­ 
gacity in deal'ng with the population of 
conquered towns : 
After he occupied 
Memphis, the people kept the churches, 
schools and places of business closed, so 
that, save for the movements of the 
soldiers, the place looked like a city of the 
dead. 
He issued an order directing that 
the stores aud shops should be opened dur­ 
ing business hours, the schools resume 
their courses, aud the churches hold their 
customary services. 
Among the people 
who called at his headqnaitsrs to prot.-st 
against this order, or to ask for explana­ 
tions, was the clergyman of an Episcopal 
church, who said that the ritual of bio de­ 
nomination contained a prayer for the 
Bresident, which, under 
the 
circum 
stances, embarrassed him. 
1 Whom do 
you regard as your Bresident?" asked 
Sherman, bluntly. 
“ We 
look 
upon 
Mr. Davis as our 
Bresident,” replied 
the minister. 
“ Very well : pray for 
Jeff. Davis if you wish. 
He needs your 
prayers badly. 
It will take a great deal 
of praying to save him.’’ 
“ Thea I will 
not be compelled to pray’ for Mr. Lin­ 
coln?” “ Oh, no. 
He’s a good man, and 
don’t n-eed your prayer3. 
You may pray 
for him if you feel like it, but th-.re’s 
no compulsion,” answered Sherman, in- 
stanlly divining that the worthy clergyman 
wanted to pose as a martyr before his 
parishioners, and had hoped that he would 
be ordered to use the prayer for the Bresi- 
dent of the United States. 
The next .Sun­ 
day the prescribed prayer was so modified 
by the preacher as to Jeave out all mention 
oi the Bresident, and to refer only to “ ail 
in authority.” 
Genera! Joseph k Johnston, who com­ 
manded the Confederate forces engaged in 
resisting the advance upon Atlanta, once 
narrated the following incident, which well 
illustrated the impression Sherman had 
made upon the minds of the Southern 
soldiery at that time as a commander of 
resources and ready expedients. 
Jo'hneon 
stood on Keneeaw Mountain watching with 
his glass the movements of hia enemy’s 
wagon trains on tha great plain to the 
northward. 
A staff officer came riding 
np with the news that the rebel cavalry 
had got in the rear of Sherman’s army and 
had burned a number ot railroad i ridges. 
Tha officer had been forced to make a de­ 
tour of two days to get around the Union 
army. 
Scarcely had he finished speaking 
when a whistle was heard, and a moving 
train appeared in the distance, showing 
that Sherman had already 
rebuilt the 
bridges and reopened his communications. 
Walking past a group of soldiers lounging 
in the shade, a ¡few minutes later, the 
General overheard them discussing Sher- 
inan’s chances of success. 
Said one of 
them : “ We’ll make it a Moscow campaign 
and destroy his whole army.”

you make it a Moscow campaign without 
any snow?”

tive portion of the Slate. The correspond­ 
ent continuing, from letters heretofore 
published, says : 
Some three miles from Miss Smith’s 
well—of which 1 presented you an elab­ 
ora ce description in my last letter—is that 
of J. A. Carey, late of Illinois, and one of 
the superbest fellows I have ever met with 
anywhere. 
His well is eight inches in size 
and has a flow of three and a half inches. 
It is 43S feet deep, and is situated in sec­ 
tion ’22, township 22, range 2-4 
Mr. Carey 
got his well on May 20, lNS.'i, and at once 
prepared thirty acres of corn, some of 
which he was shelling as I drove up a few 
days ago. 
" There’s corn,” he said, “ chat 
would 
make 
the 
Illinois 
production 
ashamed of itself. 
I raised corn in that 
State a good mnny years, bnt never saw 
anything to touch this.” 
Mr. Carey has 
already the finest reservoir in the aountry# 
and is saving every drop that runs from 
his well. 
This reservoir covers two aud a 
half acres, is circular, aud four deep. 
Ho 
expects, by thus husbanding his water, to 
irrigate 320 acre* of land the present year, 
100 of which he will put in alfalfa. 
He 
also calculates to put ia forty.five acres to 
fruit and raisin grapes. 
Carey’s place is 
about four aud a half miles southwest 
from Tiptcn station. 


TH E W H EELER W ELL. 
About half a mile west of .Mr. Carey's 
well is that of Fred Wheeler, iu section 
22, towDship 22, raDge 24. 
Tuis well is 
4.">0 deep, seven inches in size, three-inch 
flow. 
This is another one of those wells 
which makes a fanner's eye water U look 
at, for he can snap his lingers at rain and 
irrigating ditches :>t one and the same 
time. 
“ No riparian rights business in 
mine ; no sitting on a flume a'd night with 
a doutlc-barreled shotgun to get half a 
head of water six hours a month for your 
uncle !” exclaims Mr. Wheeler, inecstiay. 
Tnis farmer only r.ad fifteen acres under 
cultivation last year, as he did not get his 
weti until long after time to prepare his 
soil. 
He expecrs, however, to harvest 100 
acres of wheat in June next. 
MRS. STCIIKBACKEk ' s WELL. 
About one aud a haii miles east of Mr. 
Carey, in section 3i, townchip 
range 
24, is Mrs. Studebaeker’s well, which is 
370 feet deep, has a flow of four inches, 
and is eight inches in sizv. 
The happy 
possessor of this will also has 160 acres of 
excellent land, and is a widow. 
W hat has been said of the weils partic­ 
ularly desorib d iu these four letters, and 
also of the lauds, character of soil, health­ 
fulness of the country, etc., may bu said 
of all, except that the scatteri -g oaks, 
widen may ho seen near the Tulare City 
weils, give way t > more treeless sweeps of 
country south of Tule river and Tipton.

It is one of the e s |i.a ll) bright signs 
of fie times that the people are more ami 
more freely 1!. - us s*n g the right ar.*i pro­ 
priety of criticising the character of the 
immigration to the United States, arm 
more freely tach day considering the ad­ 
visability of interposing barriers to the 
incoming of undesirable strangers. 
\Va look ia -.•arty time for the total aban­ 
donment of the false and dangerous doctrine 
that all and any foreieiiers have an inde­ 
feasible right in this house of refuge, 
it 
is dawning upon the people that in its in­ 
ception this government never held out 
any such idea ; it ia comparatively a mod­ 
ern doctrine ami is the outgrowth of a 
boastful spirit ar.d a too-exalted estimate 
of the missi. n of the Republic in the in­ 
tercet c.f the oppressed. 
The first duty a uation owes is to itself. 
I t should provide for it a perpetuity, for 
the best possible citizenship, for the high­ 
est order of recruits t ■ its population and 
equally should guard agairst the introduc­ 
tion of unassimilable elements and the deg­ 
radation of «it zenship. 
It is bound to 
main’ iin the order of civilization our sys­ 
tem demands, ar.d the intellectual charac­ 
ter necessary to the exercise of the func­ 
tions of citizenship. 
It is apparent that 
the thinking element appreciate, or arc 
beginning to appreciate t “ c fact, that there 
are danger 
ni an unrestricted immigra­ 
tion that may be more easily prevented

That awakening beiDg in advance of the 
thought of tnc great eastern portion of our 
nation accounts for its hostility to our ideas 
concerning 1 nineae immigration. 
K iward Seli has placed the country 
under obligations by the c. unpilation of 
some very prcgoaut stat sties on the sub­ 
ject, which the .Yorth A iu-r 
m /?* •v v 
publishes, ami this, make it clear that the 
question of restricting immigration is to 
become—indeed, new is—one of the most 
vital and important that concerns the na­ 
tion. 
He shows that while 
111 1825 pas­ 
sage from K irope to America for immi­ 
grants was s|0 0 , it is now $20 to S30. 
These rates iivor the poor, but equally so 
the thoughtless and undesirable. 
In 1864, 
in Massachusetts, of 
47,500 
prisoners 
questioned :u that State’, less than live nor 
cent, of them had ever owned $1,000 
worth of property. 
Up to June 30, 1882, 
in ten years we received 3,544,458 immi­ 
grant?. 
The mass of these were unskilled 
laborers. 
Of the Chinese immigrants. 95 
asreent, were of the tradcless class. 
Of 
all the immigrants, 07.9 per cent, were 
over 15 and under 40. 
The ligares show 
that the Hermans presented the most 
skilled workers and the fewest servants 
and mere laborers. 
The Hermans, more 
ihan others, the piroofs show, are attracted 
by city life. 
The British stand next to 
the Hermans as to skilled workers and the 
pr 
s-sions. 
While the Irish constitute 
I; 
than one-eighth of the immigration, 
t 
furnish less than half the percentage 
o' 
illed laborers, and three-fourths of 
e Irish males are set down as laborers. 
N oariy 40 per cent, of this people reside 
in the cities, they standing at the head in 
that respect. 
The disposition of immigrants to con­ 


gregate in cities is in itself a disagreeable 
indication. 
It exposes these people, says 
our essayist, “ to the depredations of the 
unscrupulous, who easily prey upon the 
impulsive aüd improvident nature of the 
Irish new-comer especially.” 
Dense popu­ 
lations are always the scenes of crime and 


the home of poverty. 
The proofs are presented of an undue 
preponderance of crimináis among foreign­ 
ers in proport on to the native population, 
and these are mainly representative of the 
unskilled laboring class. 
The conservative 
influence of a trade upon the immigrant 
can scarcely be overestimated, while edu­ 
cation is a fact ir that needs but to be 
named to present its importance to the im­ 
migrant, and as assuring his success in the 
new world. 
Habits or industry of course 
tend to keep men out of mischief and con­ 
serve gcod citizenship. 
Trsdeless and ig­ 
norant immigrants must therefore contrib­ 
ute largely t > the criminal classes, and to 
the di3satisiied, envious and lazy groups that 
select such as Herr Most and citizen Schwab 
as leaders. 
It waB because of this well- 
kuowu fact that the Catholic Bishops of St. 
Paul and Peoria originated and carry on 
their well-known colonization scheme. By 
it they bring the tradeless immigrants, who 
would he exposed to evil ways in large 
cities, away to the free \Y est and locate 
them in agricultural districts. 
Thus these 
Catholic prelates have “ built up waste 
places,” and saved from pauperism and 
crime thousands of unfortunate, unskilled 
immigrant laborers. 
Mr. Sell concludes, logically, that if im­ 
migrants arc to be permitted to come 
among us unrestrainedly, some one must 
aid them and shield them, else they will 
drift naturally into crime and pauperism. 
He declares that observation juct lies the 
opinion that the hoodlum and “ rough” 
class of the cities—a most dangerous ele­ 
ment—is composed mainly of young men, 
native-born sons of immigrants. This may 
be unpalatable, but it is true, and the en­ 
vironment of unskilled and illiterate immi­ 
grants in great cities accounts for it fully, 
i’or instance, for 1882, 080 discharged con­ 
victs applied to the Prison Association of 
New York for aid. 
Of these, only 144 
were of pr.rer.tf born in the United States, 
while 336 were of parents horn in foreign 
countries. 
In Massachusetts, for 1S81, of 
182 in the Reformatory Prieon for Women, 
the parents of 33 were born in the United 
States, 108 iu Ireland, 6 in Kagland, 10 
each iu the British provinces and Scot­ 
ian ’, and 15 ia other countries, and only 
94 of the 182 prisoners were born in the 
United Stalea. 
Ia the State Reform 
School of Rhode Island, of 3.831, in 1S>0, 
incarcerated, only 
1.640 
were 
of pa­ 
rents 
born 
in 
the 
United 
Stitss, 
while 2,191 were of parents horn abroad. 
The Rhode Is hud Workhouse and House 
of Correction received in 1882 6,202 per. 
sons, -or whom 3,191 were born in the 
United States, and 3,011 abroad ; and of 
these 2,104 in Ireland, 458 in Kogland, 1,0 
in Scotland, 182 iu British America, 30 in 
Germany, 11 in France, and 56 elsewhere 
abroad. 
Of all these 6,202, however, only 
157 were of ¡urente who w ere baru iu the 
United States, leaving 6,045 who were of 
foreign parentage 
Of S,851 admitted to 
almshouses in Pennsylvania in 1SS1, 4 60S 
were foreigners. 
These statistic} might be great!}' ex­ 
tended. 
They are, however, all of the 
character indicated, and the lessons they 
teach are so self-evident that there is no 
necessity to repeat them. 
At least one 
thing may now be intelligently done, and 
that ¡3 to o!u-daily compile the statistics 
relating to this topic, with a view of cail- 
it!.. attention more closely to the dangers 
of immigration to the system of our repub­ 
lic, and the p «sible evolution of remedies. 
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In the February issue of tire “ North 
American 
U view.” Carl tjchuiz has a 
paper 1 ”. the employes of corporations, and 
thiir du*y to the public. 
The burden of 
the introduction ia to point out that the 
employes of corporations, such as railroads 
and telegraphs, b ’ar a relation to the pub­ 
lic which fix.-a upon them a responsibility 
that they must discharge, as well as the 
duty they owe to their employers. 
This 
obligation is nut to incommode the public 
in the struggle to secure a fair rate of 
wages from the corporations. 
But Mr. 
Soburz sees the difficulty involved iu the 
effort of the employe to better his own con­ 
dition by cocrciug the employer w ithout in­ 
conveniencing the public the employer is 
bound to serve. 
The soldier is disciplined 
and compelled to do duty assigned him by 
the State, but at the same time “ it sees 
to his pay,” aud 
furnishes him 
sub­ 
sistence. 
But iri the case of corporation 
carriers, w hile the duty to the public is 
not to interrupt its business, the pay of 
the worker comes from the corporation, 
which may thus in reducing the wages of 
its employes, shield itseif behind the duty 
the latter owe to the public. 
The logic of 
this duty debars the employe from ava-ling 
of the only means he sees at haud to right 
his w zonga- that is, to 
“ strike."' 
But 
strikes rarely accomplish their ends, at 
best are unprofitable, and therefore this 
remedy should lie avoided, aud if for 110 
other reas m than that the public sutlers 
when i- has not sinned and cannot right the 
wr in. 
I'" there is any philanthropic ele- 
:i ui in ti c matter, Mr. Sohnrz thinks it 
inifest by the corporation em­ 
ployer, since the employes are generally 
poor and cannot iu reason be called upon 
to give their labor to tne public w ithout 
reward, w hile the corporations have fran­ 
chises of value, ami capital invested, and 
at the worst their members cannot suffer 
personal want 
How then can an a.ij ist- 
meat be made between corporation employ­ 
er* ami corporation • mployes, so that their 
differences may bo settled Without tnc pub­ 
lic being punished . 
This is the real cen­ 
tral question and core of the rather lengthy 
essay, many of the cmsiderati me oi which 
we are compelled to pass, while arriving at 
the conclusion reached by Mr. Scliurz, that 
the interests of employer, employed and 
the gem ral public w ill be conserved by 
- ibstitntion for strikes of beards of ar­ 
b tration. 
These, he holds, should be in­ 
instituted by law, and while he is n. t in­ 
sensible to the objections to them, he be­ 
lieves that they arc the licst remedy of 
which 
society 
now 
has 
knowledge. 
He 
holds 
tnat 
these 
boards 
could 
not operate so 
disastrously as strikes 
invariably 
do. 
Kmployers 
w ou i.i^ he 
thinks, favor them to save themselves 
the 
trouble 
and 
aunoyance 
incident 
to a strike or a lock-out. 
If those boards 
inspired confidence by their composition 
and 
the 
lsw 
fortifying 
them, 
the 
working 
people would appeal to them 
instead 
of 
employing 
coercive 
meas­ 
ures. 
These mutual 
appeals, he holds, 
would 
have 
a 
wholesome 
effect, 
make 
both 
employers 
and 
employed 
more 
conservative, 
and would 
largely 
eliminate the inconvenience the public ex­ 
periences in all cases of strikes by carrier 
employee. 
The idea is not a new one ; it looks well 


on paper ; hut it is fallacious, and for rea­ 
sons we think unanswerable. 
No law 
can be made establishing boards of arbitra­ 
tion for wage settlement, without giving 
to that board power to limit the earning 
capacity of capital in the hands of its 
owner. 
Nor can any law be passed or 
scheme devised to compel an employe to 
continue in the service of any man or cor­ 
poration. 
Suppose, for instance, that "A” appeals 
to the board against the wage paid him by 
“ B.” 
The board holds it to be an ample 
wage and dismisses the appeal; by what 
process can “ A” be required to continue 
laboring for “ B .” 
He perhaps deems the 
wage too low despite the decision of the 
board, and exercises the indefeasible priv­ 
ilege to cease labor. 
Immediately a strike 
has taken 
place. 
It is a 
strike and 
nothing less. 
Where intimidation and 
force are employed to enforce a demand, 
that is a new factor, but the strike itself, 
simple and pure, is cessation from labor at 
will. 
On the other hand, suppose the em­ 
ployer “ B ” to appeal to the hoard, claim­ 
ing he can no longer pay “A ” the wage he 
demands. 
Now, whatever the decision, 
how can “ B ” be required to continue 
“ A” in employment? 
Again, “A” finds 
the cost of the necessaries of life to in­ 
crease aud his wages not to advance, and 
he appeals to the board. 
“ B ” rtplies 
that precisely the same reasons will com­ 
pel him to refuse “ A s " demand, and in­ 
deed to go further and lower his wages. 
Now, how will any board of arbitration so 
adjust the matter as to compel either 
party to abide by the decree ? 
The truth is that there never can be, 
never has been, and never wiil be, any di­ 
rect governmental interference to regulate 
or adjust the relations between labor and 
its reward. 
Labor demands for its eff ort 
adequate reward, but this reward is just 
as dependent upon the law of 6upply aud 
Demand as any other human product. 
The motive for the employment of la'oor 
is the reward of capital, or profit. 
Labor 
is employed, therefore, just as the neces­ 
sity of securing this reward is required. 
YY hen the motive is eliminated there is no 
known method of compelling the continu­ 
ance of the empl lymect. 
The motive for 
libor is its reward in wages, and when that 
ceases to respond to the necessities of the 
laborer, there is b o known means of com­ 
pelling him to receive it. 
Wage?, 
therefore, 
measure accurately 
the amount of the demand in capital for 
labor, and no manner of arbitration can 
change it except by clipping the right of 
capita! to name its reward on the one. hand, 
and the right of labor to fix the bounds of 
its reward on the other.. Every eflbit of 
this kind on the part of Hovernment is an 
infringement of liberty not tolerable by 
cither labor or capital. 
But if Government by a Board of Arbi­ 
tration, or otherwise, interferes to fix the 
reward oi labor or the prolit of capital, it 
is evident that precisely* as it increases the 
first it must diminish the latter, and the 
result is the narrowing immediately of the 
field of labor, so that fewer are employed 
than before, and thus, after all, no more 
is paid out for wages, while laborers are 
not benefited as a whole. 
In other words, 
as Berry' puts it concisely, suppose after 
free competition has brought wages to a 
given figure, a decree is issued that they 
shall thereafter be 50 per cent. more. 
The 
tendency of that decree could not be to 
enlarge the wages portion of capital, for 
that is determined by the productiveness 
of labor and the division under free com­ 
petition between wages and profits. 
To 
carry out the decree would be to drive out 
of employment one third of the laborers 
theretofore employed, and that third would 
be v, orse off than before, while the pro­ 
duction 
being 
lessened 
by narrotving 
the labor force, it would be less profitable, 
and thus the outcome of the remedy would 
be worse than the disease. 


TWO 
EXAMPLES 
OF 
POLITIC i L 
“ AR­ 
GUMENT.” 


As a sample of the puerile and base de­ 
vices to which a political organ is driven to 
“ whoop up "for its party, take some re­ 
cent utterances of the New York World. 
For instance, it declares that the United 
States Hovernment ia now in the hands of 
men “ who have stolen it, once through 
fraud and once through corruption ; of men 
who rob the people and go unpunished ; of 
men who are rapidly destroying public 
honor ; of men who insolently resolve to 
hold on to power and resisted the right of 
the people to inaugurate the President they 
elected. 1 
It winds up its bad English and 
bombastic tirade with this remarkable sen­ 
tence : “ W e insist on the simple issue in 
next year’s campaign of driving this un­ 
worthy party from power aud testing the 
right of the majority to elect and inaugu­ 
rate whatever President they choose; in 
one word : the issue should be between 
popular self-government as a fraud and 
force and true popular self-government as a 
real fact. 1 
This is mere frothing vituperation ; it is 
unworthy a cross roads debating school. 
In the first place it is untrue, and in the 
next place it is unworthy any journal that 
pretends to ba an exponent of public opin­ 
ion. 
What must intelligent foreigners 
think when they read such challenges of 
the < iovernment in a professed leading pa­ 
per of a great party ". 
What effect must 
such revolutionary declamation have upon 
the ignorant and vicious classes ? 
But suppose the nest campaign to be 
conducted on such a basis, how will the 
Ifi.rW proceed to make good its charges 
before the jury of the people? 
W ill it 
have the effrontery to tell them that Ches­ 
ter A. Arthur is not the lawful President 
of the United States : that Congress is not 
repre. ntative of the people; that the 
government of to-day is not precisely the 
government the Constitution aud the laws 
command it shall be 1 that if the Democ­ 
racy is placed in power there will be any 
difft rt nt form of government, or any more 
representative a body in Congress? 
W ill 
it point out how, when and where the Re­ 
pul bean party resisted the inauguration of 
a President ?—aud so on to the end of the 
chapter. 
I t us see how a transposition of the 
B'oW i ’ by pcrbole would read, and thus 
demonstrate the folly and childishness of 
such “ arguments” in a national cam­ 
paign. 
Thus ; 
“ The United States Hovernment must 
not be placed in the hands of the Demo­ 
crats, the men who once betrayed it, who 
stale the arms of the army, spiked the 
guns in the forts, violated sworn trusts as 
officers and raised the red hand of an un­ 
holy rebellion against the republic. 
It 
must not be rcdelivered to the men who 
insolently declare that this is not a nation, 
and but two decades ago swore that se­ 
cession from the union was the indefeasi­ 
ble right of a State. 
It must not be given 
over to the traitors who sought to crucify 
¡t and divide its garments, who entered 
into a solemn sgreement to arbitrate the 
question as to who was elected President, 
and so soon as their chosen judges decided 


against them raised the cry cf dishonesty, 
and stigmatized the 
President of 
the 
United States a9 ‘ His Fraudulency.’ 
The 
simple issue in next 
years 
campaign 
should be the keeping of the men out of 
power who caused a long and bloody fratri­ 
cidal war, who bid for the ignorant and 
vicious vote, who corrupt municipalities 
and debauch State governments, whose 
estimate of 
popular self-government is 
license, 
whose instincts are rebellious, 
whose associations are vile and whose sole 
ambition is to gain power to reward trait­ 
ors, pension rebel soldiers, redeem confed­ 
erate bonds and pay ex-slaveholders for 
their losses, and to be able to freely flog 
and shoot ‘ southern niggers' who dare to 
vote the Republican ticket.” 
Such a method of conducting the argu­ 
ment ia the next campaign would be 
childish, worse than foolisn, but is pre­ 
cisely what the World invites. 
It suggests 
the strait to which the party the World 
represents is driven.

The State Board of Agriculture has 
acted upon the proposition to which we 
called attention several months ago, re­ 
garding preparations for the World's Fair, 
to be held at New Oi leans during the pres­ 
ent year. 
It has resolved to ask the Pa­ 
trons of Husbandry to take charge of and 
prepare exhibits classified by counties. 
These will be first shown at the California 
State Fair, aud then shipped to New Or­ 
leans. 
To induce cnergetic action, liberal 
cash premiums are to be awarded the coun­ 
ties making the best exhibits. 
Sonoma county' set the example of group­ 
ing her exhibits at the State Fair last year. 
The result was a very valuable aud attract­ 
ive display. 
Iu fact, Souoma county won 
the palm in 1883, and gained infinite credit. 
Exhibits by all the fifty-two countieB at the 
next State Fair, made in like manner, 
would make that exposition the most not­ 
able ever held in the State, and the trans­ 
fer of these fifty-two groups to New Or­ 
leans for the December Exposition would 
present California at her best and in the 
truest sense, 
No other State, it is at all 
probable, will make any such exhibit. 
But there are counties in this State 
where agriculture is practically* unknown, 
and the Granges have few or no represent­ 
atives. 
It is just as important, however, 
that these counties, as to their industries, 
should be represented. 
So far as it has 
gone the State Board of Agriculture has 
done well, but we would still urge that as 
to the nou-agricultural counties the plan 
first suggest d be pursued, to wit.- the ap­ 
pointment of a committee of citizens for 
each county, who will consent to under­ 
take to bring about local organizations 
to superintend the gathering and forward­ 
ing of the exhibits, aud to a full ami repre- 
seatative exhibit of each county. 
W hat is 
everybody’s business is the business of no 
one. 
The Board should, therefore, receive 
early responses from the country Granges 
as to whether they will act. 
If the reply 
ia in the affirmative and is positive, well and 
good, but if from any county OraDge a 
hesitating reply is received, then the Board 
should itself put on foot schemes to set up 
local organizations, the purpose of which 
will be to solicit, gather and arrange the 
needed exhibits. 
Theie Bhould be no failure in this mat­ 
ter. 
If the Board goes to work earnestly 
it can secure representative exhibits from 
all our counties, aud such a showing will 
be the most remarkable and praiseworthy 
ever made on this coast. 
The scheme is 
entirely feasible 1 the people wifi readily 
contribute the products of the counties. 
If there is failure it will be because the 
details oi preparation are not attended to 
now. 
It will not do to trust to somebody 
doing the woik. 
The “ somebody ” must 
be known and accept the responsibility, and 
then only will there be assurance of success. 
A less costly*, more practicable and truly 
representative methods of making the next 
State Fair the best ever held, aud of send­ 
ing to the W orld’s Fair a proper California 
exhibit cannot be devised.

DRAINAGE 
PROBLEM. 


At an - jonrned meeting of the Citizens’ 
Association of Sacramento, held at .Pioneer 
Hall last evening, the following report was 
real, and the recommendations relative to 
the temporary disposal 
of sewage were 
adopted 1 
To the Ci’izens’ Association of Sacra­ 
mento—Gentlemen : 
The question of pro­ 
viding for the city of Sacramento a proper 
system of sewerage and drainage is one for 
which the detail of a plan cannot be expected 
to emanate fromyour Committee on Drainage. 
We hava carefully considered iu a general 
way the best method of dealing with this 
citys sewage and its sewerage system, and we 
present the result of our inquiries in the 
form of a series of conclusions. 
We offer them for yarn- consideration with 
a fall knewlege uf the fact that Sacramento 
at present retains in vaults anil cesspools 
mneb of the material which cught to be 
otherwise disposed of ; that it now has no 
adequate means of disposing of the same, 
even if it were properly collected by a system 
cf pipes or other conduits, and that neither 
the diainage canal nor Sacramento river can 
be made a permanent leceptacle for the city 
sewage. 


CONCLUSIONS AS TO SEWERAGE ANIJ SEWAGE 
DISPOSAL FOR SACRAMENTO. 
I. As a permanent work, the 
sewage of 
the city of Sacramento should be disposed of 
in irrigation and tiltracioD, on land specially 
prepared for the purpose, which land should 
be cultivated after the rnanuer of the beat 
examples of sewage farming in other coun­ 
tries. 
2 jThe city should own and prepare .for 
irrigation the laud upon which the sewage is 
used, and should lease it with the sewage, on 
terms which will insure its proper care aud 
cultivation, ai.il the thorough and constant 
purification of the sewage waters by use 
there..D. 
3. Sewage waters aicne, and not drainage 
and raiu waters, should be c inducted to, and 
used on the land ; or, in other words, a sys­ 
tem of condnits for collecting only the house­ 
hold and industrial liquids anil water-carried 
wastes — excluding the waters 
from the 
grctmij, streets and housetops—should be 
constructed as a collecting systi m. 
4. A separate system of drainage ways in 
the form of street-gntters, open ditches or 
canals and underground pipes should ulti­ 
mately fie provided f u cnndnctiug away the 
surfeca aud subsurface drainage waters of the 
town into the river and into the present 
drainage canal if it be permissible to keen 
this Liter permanently open for this purpose. 
5. The present lines of sewers should be 
utilized fur this latter purpose cf drainage 
and not for sewerage. 
6. The permanent sewerage works of the city 
should lie constructed upon a thoroughly 
etudied system—digested in detail and com­ 
pared with equally well-considered plans pre­ 
pared for this special case on other systemp, 
if such there be, having reasonable appear­ 
ance of applicability. 
7. As a general [imposition, the sirictiy 
separate system of sew rag- bob g adhered 
to in the matter of 
1 effecting the sewage, 
thus far the system of works shonld con­ 
sist of pipe sea ers of the smallest practicable 
dimensions to lead tne sewage by gravity 
fi.uv to a centra! station, or perhaps a tiiun- 
hsrrif distiict stations or depots, whence to 
fie forced through a maiu outfall pipe or pipes 
hy direct a; plication of steam power, or in­ 
direct uppüratioo of that power through the 
medium uf compressed air sent from a central 
station to the point of application to the land, 
as set forth in the first cor.clnsion. 
S. As a financial question the determina­ 
tion even of the proper general system for 
the main collection and distribution cf the 
sewage, that is, beyond the matter of local 
collection in small pipes by gravity flow*, is a 
movement not to be hastily made, teeing that 
this determination will fix, once for all, not 
only the matter of first ccst of works, but 
also the cost of maintenance and operation 
of those works forever afterwards. 
‘J. The question should be so studied in the 
light of experience elsewhere, that we would 
know, not only the probable first cost of the 
several systems, but also, so that at the 
rates for the production and application 
of power 
which 
must 
rule 
here, 
we 
shall know 
what will be the probable 
cost of operation under the reveral systems 
exatnintd, and in the light of experience else­ 
where we shall know what will be their rela­ 
tive efficiency, and cost of maintenance. 
10. Having considered the several general 
propositions to effect the movement of the 
sewage of the city, by gravity ti uv and by 
the application of compre-sed air, and not 
having the complete expositions of these sys­ 
tems—as they should be applied in this city— 
before us, we are unabie to determine which 
method, even in general terms, the citizens 
and their representatives should favor. 
II. A sa general proposition, the flow by 
gravity alone should be utilized to the farth­ 
est extent to which it is economical, ar.d teat 
oaly when first cost of work.- lay* tilts method 
becomes so great as to go beyond the reach of 
the local exchequer for the time being, or be 
equivalent to a capitaliz.-d amount whose ac­ 
cruing interest exceeds the cost of operation 
by other methods, should (he uriffzaLnn of 
this naUir.i force be abandoned and artificial 
power iu any form be resorted to. 
12. We are impressed with the advantages 
presented by the application of compressed 
si. to the movement of sewage, and ws think 
it piisrible that Sacramento may have to re­ 
sort to some such system in connection with 
that of the collection cf sewage alone t > local 
stations by gravity flow, as a means of retriev­ 
ing her polluted waters. 
13. Beyond this general declaration we do 
not feel justified in point*, believing as a busi­ 
ness propasition that the subject should be 
fully presented in a thoroughly practical 
way. by person.} specially competent so todo, 
hefore any final decision can tntelli ;ently be 
made. 
14. This season 13 too far advanced to ad­ 
mit of our city’s being property cleaned 
through the medium of a sewerage system, 
iu time to insure a good sanitary conditi n of 
affairs before the next heated term nnd sub­ 
sequent comparatively unhealthy faff months 
are np *n us. 
15. In view of the approach of these times 
of necessity for special care, we are impressed 
with the desirab lity of immediate aclion. to 
t *e end that all ordinary causes of nnheahh- 
fnl conditiou of the air of our city and our 
houses be removed. 
16. Defective house drainage, neglect of 
cieanliues- around and tin ier h.-utes, u i- 
cleaned cesspool?, unflusbed sewers, consti­ 
tute the chief removable causes for an un­ 
sanitary condition of cur atmosphere. 
17. As a’tomporary measure demanded for 
uur health and prosperity within the next 
year, these causes at least must be removed. 
IS. Until a proper system of sewerage cm 
be constructed, the city should, at cost price 
to each householder, and compulsorily upon 
him, clean and keep rigidly clean all the cess­ 
pools in the town : and should constantly at 
short intervals flush the sewers and house- 
drains. 
For the flushing of the sewers there 
should be direct connections between the 
water main on I street and the heads of the 
sewers iu Third, Fifth, Seventh, Nin h and 
Thirteenth streets (where such connections do 
not already exist) be made as will be adequate 
to thoroughly flush the sewers. 
19. The city should rigidly inspect all 
house-drainage appliances—through the me­ 
dium of a person or persons speciady compe­ 
tent by reason of a knowledge of scientific 
house-drainage work—and in each case enforce 
such alterations, additions to or corrections 
of the h mse drainage pipes, etc., as would 
insure the most complete protection to the 
householders possible under the 
circum­ 
stances. 
. 
20. Ordinary sanitary inspection of yards 
and cesspools should be ccndnotsd systems!- 
icaffy from house to house, missing none and 
er f .rcing proper action on all 
21. This city should act immediately in 
these matters, upon a set plan of actiur, and 
not in a fragmentary and aimless way. 
22. Sanitaiy work has developed into a 
science having a great raLge of scientifically 
educted rufi.s and practically attained ex­ 
periences of success and failure recorded in 
its litera.ure. and no local authority can act 
for the brsf iutiTests of its community with­ 
out the advice in detail of some competent 
person, who, knowing the results of experi­ 
ences elsewhere, makes a special study of the 
css? in hand iu order to formulate the best 
means for their application. 
23. Sacramento should have the advice of 
such a person at once as to the best means of 
meeting the present Deeds of sanitation, and 
ihat the snbj.-ct of 
permanent sewerage 
works should me cow taken in hand and a 
final plan determined upon as soon as possi­ 
ble, so that before another year parses we 
may have inaugurated work on a permanent 
basis, or be assured, once for all, that we are 
not able to do it now. 
We do, therefore, in accordance with the 
above conclusion?, recommend that the City 
Trustees be requested to include in thtir tax 
levy for this year such sums as will be re­ 
required to meet the present exigencies, 
namely: 
1. To clean ont and maintain in proper con­ 
dition the drainage canal, and to flush the 
sewers. 
2. To purchase four odorless excavators for 
the cleansing of vaults and cesspools by the 
city, at the expense of the h u eholders. 
3. To provide fur proper superintendence 
in the introduction ai d msioienance of the 
sanitary w rk--, which 
the 
householders 
should bo individually made to carry out, 
ar.d the enforce men' of such sanitary regula- 
tiors ss will >'e d .'sned expedient. 
4 To pr .vide for a pr. per disposal of the 
city tetvage 6u* i :g tbs ensuing summer and 
faff months, when it may bs that the city 
will be forced to dispose of its sewage, for a 
time, by pumping. 
. 
. 
5. To employ a competent sanitary engi­ 
neer to make for Sacramento a plan in detail 
for a complete system of sewerage and its 


introduction, in accordance with the conclu­ 
sions above set forth. 
Iu our judgment we deem sufficient for the 
second and fourth of the above pnrp ses the 
following sums : For the second, $5.000 : for 
the fourth (in case sewage be prumped as far 
as from the city’s pumping-station into the 
river): for 4,;>00 feet of Iu*inch cast iron pipe, 
a W atergate and a suitable pump, $10,500: 
for operating for six months, $3,500. 
Tota!, 
$19.000. 
_ YYe submit with this report a communica­ 
tion received at our last meeting from State 
Engineer YY m. Ham. Hall, the recommenda­ 
tions contained in which w e most heartily 
indorse.

THE 
MAYBEE 
MYSTERY. 


T he 
M ost 
C old-blood e l 
a n d 
T h rillin g 
C o n fessio n c n R ecord. 


Our readers have heard much by way of 
telegraphic advices of the Maybee mystery. 
Below we give the confession of one of the 
murderers. 
The two are brothers, aged 
respectively 57 and 51 years, and both are 
men with families. 
The confession is one 
of the most cold-blooded and remarkable 
on record. 
The New York J T r a 'i of 
January 19th says : 
Tne excitement was intense in the village 
of Oyster Bay yesterday morning w hen it 
became known that Edmund S Tappan, of 
Brookville, who for a long time past has 
been suspected of the murder of the May­ 
bee women, had made a confession impli­ 
cating his brother, John B. Tappan, who is 
now under arrest on suspicion of commit­ 
ting the assault upon Mr. and Mr. James 
C. Townsend, at Oyster Bay village, on the 
night of the S:h inst. 
For some two weeks 
past Edmund Tsppan has been under the 
constant survetilatice of the officers, and 
when examined on Tuesday last admitted 
that he knew who killed the Maybee 
women, but added “ 1 did not d o it.’’ The 
detective officers Wood, Smith, McDonald 
aud Ayres kept after him day aud night, 
and late on Thursday he went to the house 
of Halstead II. Frost at Flist Norwich. 
Mr. Frost has known Tappan all his life, 
and Tappan confided in him, and to him he 
made the following contessioc, which was 
reduced to writing fiy Mr. Frost, who is a 
Notary l’ufilic, and signed by Edmund 
Tappan. 
Edmund Tappan, being sworn, 
said : 
THE CONFESSION. 
I know who took the lives of Lydia and 
Annie Maybee on the evening of Novem­ 
ber 17th. 
It was John B. Tappan, my 
brother, 
lie was in the barn when Mrs. 
Maybee came in. 
1 was not in the barn. 
I saw John go in the barn : he went in the 
doable doors. 
I was at the front side of 
my house when he entered, feeding the 
pigs, when John choked the old lady to 
death. 
I was out in front of the barn 
when 1 saw him. 
He choked her to death 
on the barn tioor. 
He caught her by the 
wrist with one hand and took her by the 
throat with the other. 
I saw him do it. I 
was looking through the door. 
It was 
llgnt enough for me to sec iu the stable. 


MRS. MAYRKE’s DEATH. 
When John had her by the throat she 
was on the floor. 
When she camo in for 
the leaves John was etanfling iu the stable 
where the leaves were. 
It took from ten 
to fifteen minutes to choke her to death. 
After she was dead John picked her up and 
laid her in the back stable. 
I then saw 
him throw some leaves over her. 
1 was 
standing on the barn floor, near the open­ 
ing of the door that goes down by the sta­ 
ble. 
1 saw the whole thing myself. After 
she was dead, John said : “ I am going to 
wait for Annie ; I am going to choke her, 
too. 
If I choke her, too, no one will know 
about it, thon I can go to the house and 
get money.” 


THE ATTACK ON THE DAUGHTER. 
Annie opened the barn door about two 
feet wide, and when she stepped in the 
door John grabbed her by the right arm 
and threw her down. 
I was on the floor 
about three feet from where he grabbed 
her. 
He threw* her dawn on the floor and 
held her by the right wrist, and put his 
Knee upon her left arm, and with Ids tight 
took her by the throa!. 
She trietl 1 1 get 
away from him. 
When he grabbed her by 
the arm the grabbed at his face, and I saw 
her hand close over his nose and 
outh. 
She said, “ Lst me go.” 
That was all she 
said. Then he held net* by* the throat until 
she was dead. 
Sha died in about ten or 
fifteen minutes. 
Fie carried her into the 
stable near her mother, and covered her all 
up with leaves, aud said : 
“ Now I am 
going t it h e house.” 
We both went aud 
entered the kitchen door. 
O il Mr. May­ 
bee said, “ YY'ho is there?” 
John said, 
“ It’s me.” And then he went up stairs in 
Mrs. Maybee’s room. 


ROBBING THE OLD MAN, 
YY’hen Mr. Maybee knocked on the floor 
I stood by the door. 
I saw him do it. 
Then John came down stairs and went in 
front of Mr. Maybee, very* close to him. 
ran his hand up and down Mr. Maybee’s 
breast and said, “ 1 want that gold natch 
you had two years ago.” 
Mr Maybee 
said, “ I ain’t gQt it ; I am blind and can’t 
see to get it.” 
" I ka w that,” said John. 
John then said, “ I must kill you !’’ and 
snatched the cane out of Mr. Maybee’s 
hand and struck him with it twice on the 
head. 
John went up stairs again and came 
back. 
He said, “ I have all I want.” We 
canto out. 
lie vent to the Ucdarsby 
Spring and went home. 
I suppose he gave 
me 4510 in bills. 
1 have it now, but not 
withme; I will briugit to you. Johhshowed 
me the pin aud watch by the door out­ 
side. 
I could se? them. 
“ I got them np 
stairs,” he said. 
He did not tell me how 
much money he got, nor did he teli me 
what he was going to do with the watch 
and pin. 
I do not know what he did with 
them. 
. 
THE ACCOMPLICE’S CONSCIENCE. 
I have not seen my brother John since 
alone to this day and this hour. I saw him 
stand by the wagon-house the day of the 
Maybee auction, when I was going up the 
hill west of my house after dinner, on tny 
way to work at Henry Rushmore's. 
That 
is the only time I have seen hint since the 
night the Maybee murders were commit­ 
ted. After John showed me the watch and 
pin I went home by the old bridge. 
This 
wa3 about a quarter to 6. 
I know it was 
not 6 o’clock. 
1 ant sure of it. 
My wife 
asked me where I had been, and I told Ivr 
down the road. 
My wife does not know 
that I had a hand in the Maybee murders. 
Sworn to by Edmund S. Tappan, t i Hal­ 
stead Frost, unsolicited by hnn, believing 
it to be my duty to make a complete con­ 
fession in regard to the part 1 took in the 
Maybee murders.

One 
of the grandte3 of the country, hearing of 
his skill as a portrait aniet, sent for him 
and asked him to paint the portrait of his 
favorite wife, whom he loved almo. ; to 
madness, and whose lineaments he wished 
to preserve in case she died before him. 
He was willing to pay any price for the 
picture, if it was only a distant resem- 
nlance. 
Heaton said he should be but too 
happy to extcute the order tor the mere 
satisfaction of pleasing his influential pa­ 
tron. 
“ Well, then, set to work at once,” 
said the great man *, “ lose no time, and as 
soon as the portrait is finished bring it to 
me.” 
“A'l right,” Baid the artist ; 
“ you 
have only to bring the person to me and I 
will begin at once."

FEET. 


The t hief Surgeon of the Swiss Federal 
army declares that the Swiss Examining 
Surgeons are compelled to reject every 
year 800 recruits—the strength of a battal­ 
ion—for malformation of the foot result­ 
ing from wearing badly.fitting shoes. The 
human foot i?, in reality, a bow so elastic 
that at every step it expands and contracts, 
lengthens and shortens. 
A line drawn 
through the center of the great toe should 
intersect the heel. 
But, despite all the 
books which have ever been nritten on the 
anatomy of tho organ in question, those 
whose business it is to cover it act as if the 
foot were a solid piece of mechanism. 
They cabin, crib and confine the big toe, 
which requires room for lateral expansion, 
until it is forced against its neighbors and 
is tortured by corns, bunions, and some­ 
times painful inflammation of the joints. 
Flat-footedness is dne to many causes con­ 
nected with improperly made shots; yet, 
if people would insist on their foot gear 
being constructed so as to allow their toes 
free action and the lus'.ep its dot play, it 
would bs quite possible to cure the 11.is- 
cliicf 
A pair ot l erl’tet shoes, the Swiss 
Medical Colonel contends, should, when 
placed together, touch only at the toes and 
r.e.-ls : the toff s should follow the sinnosi- 
ties of the feet, and, to give room to their 
expansion, should exceed them by about 
one “ size.” 
The peculiar, awkward run­ 
ning gait of women aud big girls is due to 
a weak kueedness characteristic of the sex, 
owing to the different way the upper sup- 
poits of their limbs grow as they approach 
maturity, 
This condition is well seen in 
pictures and statues, aud forces the woman 
ill running to move the knees around each 
other, and throw the feet out iu a succes­ 
sion of small temi-circles. 
In men, on the 
contrary, the knee-cap looks a little out­ 
ward, iustead of straight forward, ar.d 
their knees arc qtii'.e free. 
The result of 
the high-hteled, high-legged boots now in 
vogue for women is to lender the natural 
condition a deformity, and, by throwing 
the weight of the body on the iuner ankle, 
to break down the arch of toe foot, and 
produce flat foot tr complete evenness of 
one or both feet.—[Exchange.

That the dry seasons of this State recur in 
almost unvarying cycles of about seven year*, 
which fact is just now receiving attention, 
although none the leas interesting, is not a 
new discovery at this time. 
Soon after the 
compilation by Sergeant Barwick, of the 
table showing the rainfall by seasons, etc., at 
Sacramento, for a then period of thirty-two 
years, which table first appeared in the K ec- 


obd-U nion, an editorial upon the subject 
was publiabed in this journal, in which oc­ 
curred the following : 
“ The statistics of rainfall have been kept 
for thirty-two consecutive rain seasons, and 
the periodicity of maximum and minimum 
rainfall has been ascertained with a degree of 
reasonable probability, not to say certainty. 
The statistics show the recurrence^ of dry 
seasons with such 
regularity of 
interval 
as 
to 
almost 
establish 
an 
unvarying 
periodicity. 
For example, the first years of 
maximum rainfall exhibited on the rain tables 
f r thirty-two seasons, recently published by 
the K ecord-U nion. was the season of 1859-1; 
the second, in 1850-7; the third, 1803 4 ; the 
fourth, 1870-1 ; the fifth, 1S70-7. 
Here are 
five dry seasons, occurring at intervals of six 
and seven years. 
From the date of the last 
there have elapsed but four seasons. 
The 
analogy of the past recurrence would fix the 
seasou of 1884 5 as the next dry season, or 
two seasons beyond that approaching. 
But 
there is a still greater regularity observable 
in the aggregate amount of rainfall in the 
seasons divided into groups by the minimum 
years. 
As this is a new observation of the 
statistics, tt will be fully presented. 
“ The first minimum season was that of 
1850-1. 
Now, from the season of 1851-2 to 
185G 7, inclusive, we have the first group 
closing with a minimum season—that of 
1856 7. 
The aggregate rainfall of the period 
was 118 51 inches. 
The second group is from 
1857 8 io 1863-4, inclusive, and the aggregate 
rainfall i» 128 05 inches. 
The third is for 
1661 5 to 1N70-1, inclusive, aggregating 136.31 
inches of rain. 
The fourth is from 1871 2 to 
1876- 7, aggregating 113 17 inches. 
Tims the 
average rainf-d! during the periods ending in 
minimum seasons i- afcertained to be 124.04 
inches. 
The current series, which is to end 
with a minimum season, has accomplished 
but 
four seasons. 
The aggregate 
rain­ 
fall 
in 
these 
is 
but 
95 76 
inches, 
or 
38 
inches 
less 
than 
the 
average 
of the 
former 
cycles. 
Herein 
analogy 
gives a second strong iuference in favor of a 
heavy season for the approaching winter. 
But still a third is to be found in the fact 
that in f u r of the five cycles noted above, 
the maximum years exceeded thirty inches 
of rain in a single season. 
Thus In the first 
group the maximum was 36.66; the second, 
35.55; the third, 32 7'.*, etc. 
The current 
series has so far no maximum beyond 26 57 
inches. 
The observations of the past pre- 
• these prominent facts, which, by the 
extension of analogies, indicate a heavy rain­ 
fall for ihe approaching season, and in favor 
of the probable recurrence r.f another dry 
season not earlier than that ot 1884-5.” 
Upon this subject Sergeaut Bar wick, in a 
communication just at hand, says: 
“ W hat 1 say and refer to in the following 
article about the dry seasons in the past 35 
year:’, and judging from their returning at 
stated intervals of six and seven years, must 
not be taki n a9 a prediction on my part, for 
such is not the case. 
I simply refer to the 
coinciding incidents cf dry seasons occurring 
at six-yeat intervals, followed by two dry 
seasons i seven-year intervals, then return­ 
ing again to the six-year interval. This being 
the seven*Y¿ar interval following a six-year 
one, I though, it proper enough to bring it to 
the notice f the geceial reading public ; uot 
that I was the first .me to notice such a reg­ 
ularity in the return cf each dry sea-on in 
the la^t 35 years, for several persona spoke to 
me about it some days ngo. 
The knowledge 
of this being the seventh season from the 
last dry one, which usually pro luces another 
one, may do good to a great many. 
There 
may be seven or eight inches of rain yet this 
season ; if so it would bring the total rainfall 
up to ten or eleven inche?. 
I will name the 
dry seasons, and the reader will readily see 
the regularity of the interval between each. 
“ The first dry season occurred ou the second 
season after the fortv-ninera arrived here, 
that season fceiug 1850 51, when the very 
small amount of but 4 71 inches ws»a meas­ 
ured. 
Precisely six seasons from the above 
date, which was 1856-7, there was a compar­ 
atively dry season, there being 10.46 inches. 
The next dry season did not occur for seven 
year*, being the one of 1863 4—7.87 inches. 
The eeaflon of 1882- 3 was not remarkable for 
its excess of moisture, for there was hut 11.58 
inches ; at any rate it cannot be classed as a 
dry season. 
The next dry one r e la te d itself 
iu seven years, and occurred in 1870 1—8.47 ¡ 
inches, 
Now the next dry one returns to the 
six year interval, and occurs iu 1876 7—8.9*1 
luche?. 
According to the records above we 
find that after s dry season hasoccured in six 
year? u was followed by two cf seven years 
each, and as the last one was a six-year inter­ 
val (judging from the periodicity of dry sea­ 
sons during the last thirty-fiva years), the 
present (seventh) season is the one to be a 
dry one. 
H .w tar one can judge from such 
a thing a? a past record remains to he seen ; 
but everything points to the truth of the laws 
of nature repeating themselves again th is sea­ 
s -n as th iy have done iu the pasf, by giving 
a dry one. 
L t u s hope f <r the better, but it 
is best to be p rep ared for the worst.” 
It will be seen by the annexed letter from 
General John Bidwell that the searon « f 
1843 4 was a dry oue, which strengthens the 
above theory :

THE 
FISH 
COMMISSIONERS. 
THE 
WEATHER. 


Fish CoremUsioner Buckingham haj re­ 
turned from the inspection of the Tiuckee 
river and Lake Tahoe. 
Commissioner Dib­ 
ble is examining Prosser creek and ether 
small streams tributary to the Truckee. Mr. 
Buckingham says that but little can be done 
to protect the fish in the Truckee river un­ 
less the Fish Commissioner of Nevada en­ 
forces tbe laws of that State in regard thereto. 
A dam has been put in the river at Clark’s 
station, just below Wadsworth, for the ex­ 
press purpose of taking trout, although the 
parties who built the dam claim that it was 
placed there for diverting water for agri­ 
cultural purposes. 
The trout caught at that 
dam are sold to a cannery, which has been 
doing a profitable business. 
The few trout 
that are ambitious enougn to get above that 
dam 
are stopped 
at 
Verdi 
by a 
sim­ 
ilar 
obstruction. 
Both 
of 
those 
dams 
are 
in 
the 
State 
of 
Nevada, 
conse­ 
quently 
the 
California 
Commission 
are 
powerless to remedy the matter. 
All of the 
mill men along the Truckee in this State are 
willing and anxious to assist in the matter of 
preserving the fish, and have instructed the 
Commissioners to go ahead and order all the 
ladders necessary constructed, and they will 
cheerfully f«ot the bills. 
However, they 
claim that for five or six years past trout, 
owing to the facts above enumerated, have 
net come up the river. 
The Commissioners 
say that the ladders this side of the State 
line in most instances are properly con­ 
structed. 
From Truckee to Lake Tahoe 
Commissioner Buckingham inspected all the 
dams, but found no ladders, and lie is ot the 
opinion that two or three need them. 
The 
mill men claim that as long as there is no 
trout iu the river ladders are unnecessary. Mr. 
Packer, the Fish Commissi, ner of Nevada, is 
now in the East, but ou his return the matter 
will be properly laid before him by the Cali­ 
fornia Commission, and they have no doubt 
but that be will 
take 
immediate steps 
to have 
the 
laws 
of 
the 
State, which 
iu 
this 
case 
are 
sufficient, 
enforced. 
They claim 
that 
if 
he 
does 
not 
do 
that, in a very short time Truckee river trout 
will be a thing of the past. They also on this 
trip a certained that the law h .d been vio­ 
lated in aud around Lako Tahoe. 
Indians in 
several instances have constructed dams in 
streams tributary to the lake, and trout 
by this means are kept from going to the 
headwaters of the streams in the spawning 
season. 
This will ic all probability be recti­ 
fied during the coming season, as the Com­ 
mission will visit Tahoe before ill. spawning 
season, and see that all the stream? putting 
into that beautiful lake—the pride of the 
Sierras—are free 
from such obstructions. 
Parties who live iu the neighborhood of the 
lako, especially those who have watering- 
places and summer rcssrts, are interesting 
themselves in the matter, ard w ill render the 
Commission valuable service in that direc­ 
tion.

presenting to the observer the appearance of 
having beeo painted from nature by a skilled 
artist. 
Above the upper berths in the sleep­ 
ing apartment is a casing about eight inches 
in width, extending on each side, which has

1878-9. 4 75 inches; 1879 80, 7.84 inches; 
1880-81, 12 98 inches ; 1881- 2, 6,92 inches ; 
1882-3, 9 78 inches, ard the present (1883-4) 
season 3.94 inches. 
The average precipita­ 
tion for the past seven seasons, up to and in­ 
cluding the 25*h of January of each season is 
7.98 inches. The present season is 4.04 inches 
behind a seven years’ average. 
The outlook last night from the reports 
does not show much signs of heavy precioita- 
tion. 
Red Bluff has only had .12 of an 
inch, aud San Francisco only .08 of an inch, 
while Sacramento’s little dash last night for 
a few minutes pans out .35 of an inch. 
The

clipping from such a crossed anim al to be 
about eight pounds of clean wool. 
I t has been w ell d em o n strated th a t in 
case of all live stock a clean and open con­ 
dition of th e Bkin is conducive to health 
and econom ical feeding, and no labor in 
th e barns is m ore profitably expended 
th an th a t w hich ia em ployed in thorough 
cleaning, not only of th e horsea, b u t also of 
the cattle w hen k ep t in stables. 
The best litte r is th a t w hich w ill absorb 
th e largest q u an tity of liquid m anure.

T he Christian U nion of th e 3d in stan t, 
in an editorial upon th e inspiration of the 
Bible, b u t under th e heading “ A n Open 
L etter, and addressed generally to “ M y 
D ear F rie n d ,” says: You have been ta u g h t 
th a t all th e Bible is inspired, and equally 
inspired ; th a t all is au th o ritativ e, and 
equally au th o rita tiv e ; th a t it was dictated, 
so to speak, by G od to those w ho have 
w ritte n i t ; you are pained and troubled 
th a t m en, and apparently good m en, should 
be teaching otherw ise in our day ; you are 
sure such teaching scandalizee C hristians, 
ami you tiiin k it gives aid and com fort to 
iufidels. 
Y ou are in serious trouble. 
W e 
deeire, if we can, to help you. 
B u t we 
cannot do u b t th a t you are rig h t as to th e 
facts. 
A great m any good m en are teach ­ 
ing in onr day th a t all p arts of th e B ible 
arc n o t equally au th o rita tiv e ; th a t all are 
n o t equally inspired, and th a t very little , 
if any, of it was d ictated byr God. 
T hey 
teach th a t G od p u t H is tru th into th e 
hearts of 
H is c h ild re n ; 
th a t different 
children show ed in olden tim e, as th ey 
now show , different capacity to receive the 
t r u t h ; th a t it was th is p u ttin g divine 
tru th in to hum an 
h earts th a t 
consti­ 
tu te d in sp ira tio n ; and 
th a t th ey w ere 
left to tell th e tru th s w hich God had th u s 
im parted to them , in th eir ow n w ay and in 
th e ir ow n w ords. 
T hey w ere not G od’s 
am anuenses, b u t G od's children. 
These 
views have been arrived at independently, 
n et only by a few good m en, b u t bv some 
of th e very best m en in G erm any, F rance, 
E ngland and th e U n ited S ta te s ; devout 
C hristians : diligent stu d en ts ; m en w ho 
have given th eir lives to th e w ork ef stu d y ­ 
ing and in terp retin g th e Bible ; m en who 
are fam iliar w ith its history, its c o n stitu ­ 
tion, its original languages ; m en w ho en ­ 
deavor to live them selves, and to induce 
others to live, according to its teachings. 
Now, m ay it not be th a t these good m en 
are rig h t? th a t yon have been m istak en ? 
th a t you can learu to m eth io g from them ? 
som ething, too,w hich w ill n o t w eaken your 
faith in th e Bible, b u t w hich w ill m ake 
th a t book dearer and m ore sacred to you ? 
T hese m en have been try in g to find out 
w h at th e B ible is. 
T hey have been stu d y ­ 
ing it very earnestly for th a t purpose. 
Perhapa we can learn som ething from them , 
both as to th e Bible and as to th e best 
m ethods of studyiug it. 
T he Bible is au th o ritativ e, b u t th e op in ­ 
ions w hich you have been w ont to en te r­ 
tain respecting it are n o t au th o rita tiv e . 
C hrist, you rem em ber, once set a little 
child in th e m idst of his disciples and told 
them th a t he w ho w ould en ter C h rist’s 
kingdom m ust becom e as a little child. 
T h at is, he m ust, am ong o th er things, be 
w illing to lay aside his ow n notions and 
accept w h at C hrist ta u g h t him . 
T h is is 
w hat we m ust all be w illing to do if we 
w ould be C h rist’s disciples. 
W e m ust not 
inquire w hat we th in k a B:ble ought to be, 
nor w hat we have been tau g h t by our 
fathers or our church th a t th e Bible is, b u t 
w hat th e Bible itself claim s to be, and 
w hat C h rist teaches us th a t it is. W e m u tt 
becom e as i it lie children. 
W e m ust not 
invent a B ible for ourselves and dem and 
t h a t ; we m ust hum bly and th an k fu lly ac­ 
cept th e B ible w hich G od has given us, and 
use it in th e w ay and for th e purposes 
w hich he has indicated. 
A nd to do this 
we m ust look a t th e Bible itself, and at the 
history of th e Bible, to find o u t w hat it is, 
and how God gave it to us, and how H e 
m eans to use it. 
N ow , th ere is a rem arkable difference 
betw een m en’s idea of w hat a Bible ought 
to lie, and th e actual Bible w hich God has 
given to H is children. 
T his is illu strated 
by th e difference betw een m en-m ade B i­ 
llies and G od’s Bible. 
T he legend about 
th e K oran is th a t God d ictated it to the 
atigel G abriel, w ho brought it dow n from 
th e seventh heaven to M ohaaim ed, w ho 
read it and preserved it for fu tu re g enera­ 
tions in th e very w ords ef th e A lm ighty. 
T he story of 
the M orm on Bible ia th a t 
an angel told J oseph S m ith w here he w ould 
tied it, and, going to th e place he found it 
there, inscribed on plates w hich he dug up 
from th e burial place w here th ey 
had 
been reserved un til the tim e for th e rev e­ 
lation cam e. 
T he nun-m ade Bibles are 
Bibles of w ords. 
T hey are given in th e 
very w ords w hich G od ts supposed to have 
used. 
T hey are ready-m ade Bibles. T hey 
are m iraculously prepared and m iraculously 
preserved. 
T he M orm on Bible is believed 
by th e M orm ons to have been m iraculously 
tr a m litid from its original hieroglyphics 
into E nglish. 
T he A rabic language ia 
studied in all M oham m edan countries, in 
order th a t th e faitofu! m ay have th e Kc-ran 
in the very w ords in w hich th ey suppose it 
to have been given by th3 angel to M oham ­ 
m ed. 
B ut G od’s Bible w as produced in a very 
different w ay. I t w as over fifteen centuries 
from th e tim e w hen th e first book was 
w ritte n u n til th e tim e w hen th e last book 
was w ritten. 
N o one know s w hen o r by 
w hom th e lo ik a of th e Oid T estam en t 
w ere first gathered to g eth er in a single 
volum e. 
No one know s by w hom or w heu 
th e churches determ ined w hat of th e v a­ 
rious books used in the first cen tu ry should 
m ake up the New T estam ent. 
O ur Bible 
w as n o t 
m a n u fa c tu re d ; it grew . 
T he 
authors of some of th e books are w holly 
u n k n o w n ; th e authors of some of the 
books are n o t know n w ith certain ty . 
No 
ooe pretends to know who w rote Kings, or 
C hronicles, or Jo b . 
Scholars are n o t cer­ 
tain w ho w rote portions of th e Psalm s, or 
th e book of Ecclesiastes, or th e E pistle to 
to e H ebrew s. 
T here was no m iraculous 
translation and no m iraculous preservation 
of th e w ritings. V ery few of us read them 
in th e “ very w o rd s ” of th e original, or 
th in k it nee1 ssary to do so. A few scholars 
stu d y them in th e H ebrew and th e G reek, 
and we arc content w ith our G erm an, 
French and 
Englian translations.

tt.tied free th o u g h t; th ey have forbidden 
m en to th in k for them selves; th ey have 
m ade them w orshipers of the le tte r ; th ey 
have carried death. 
G od’s Bible incited 
m en to th in k ; it has set them t > investi­ 
gating th e questions who w rote th e various 
books, w hat n u t cf m en w ere they, w hat 
did th ey m ean by w h it they w rote ; it has 
cit d them to com pare th e different w rit­ 
in g s 
of M ojes and Isaiah, of Paul and 
Jam es ; to stu d y the ap p aren t contradic­ 
tions ; to discuss, debate, explore ; and so 
it has carried intellectual an ! m oral and 
spiritual life w ith it- w herever it h»B gone. 
If you

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SAN FRANCISCO KARKET REVIEW. 
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SC l’etei B is the most famous church in 
the world, aud it deserves its fame. 
By 
comparison all other churches are pigmies, 
and in point of splendor the hand of man 
has never made anything to compare with 
it. 
Among churches it is toe whale among 
minnows, while in grandeur of conception, 
in glory of adornm ent—beauty is too small 
a word, bu t let it go— in beauty of com­ 
pletion, there is nothing like it in Europe, 
or probatly in the world. 
W hen you have seen St. Peters you have 
seen everything th at is perfect in churches, 
and if churches are w hat you are after, you 
should spend a year or two iu studying it, 
and then borrow money enough and come 
home. 
E ater Rome from w hat way yon may, 
the majestic dome of St. P eter's is the tirst 
object th at catches the eye. 
I t is visible 
everywhere, for it towers over all its sur­ 
roundings, nnequaled and unapproac'ued. 
I t is n o t an an cien t stru ctu re, having 
had its beginning in 1450, th o u g h as but 
little w as done upon it for y ears, its real 
d a te is a m uch la te r one. 
H ow ever, th a t 
a n tiq u ity m ay n o t he lacking, it is said 
th a t upon th e site of th e p resen t church 
th ere h ad alw ays been a chuioh, and th a t 
th e ground is sacred as having been th e 
scene of m arty rd o m by th e ty ra n t N ero. 
T h is o u g h t not to give it any especial san c­ 
tity , as oue w ould be puzzled to iiod an 
inch of ground in Rom e th a t had n o t been 
soaked a t som e period w ith th e blood of 
som ebody. 
In 150S th e foundation stones of oue of 
th e g reat pillars su p p o rtin g th e w ondrous 
dom e w ere laid 
w ith m uch cerem ony, 
th o u g h som e h u n d red s of years elapsed be­ 
fore th e g reat w ork was com pleted. 
W h at 
it3 cost w as, from beginning to end, nobody 
know s or ever w ill, b u t it is know n th a t 
aft r com pletion th e enorm ous sum of 
$('>0,000,000 was expended to finish its 
o rnam entations, and th a t it requires an 
annual exp en d itu re of $.'>5,000 to keep it 
in repair. 
I t pays th e church to do it, for 
th e m oney com es fiom all over th e w orld, 
and it certain ly pays Rom e to keep it up 
for S t P eter’s alone is an attractio n , in and 
of itself, sufficient to keep Rom e full of 
stran g ers. 
T he en tran ce from th e d irty city to the 
fro n t of th e g reat church is as strik in g as 
th e church itself. 
I t is p laced a t th e end 
of a g reat piazza w hich is inclosed by tw o 
colonnades, each supportad by four row s of 
p illars im m ense in circum ference and sev. 
en ty feet high, sw eeping off to th e rig h t 
a n d left in a bold an d im posing sem i­ 
circle. 
In th e cen ter of th e ground inclosed by 
th e colonnades is an E gyptian obelisk, 130 
feet high, a solid piece of g ranite, and tw o 
fountains, one ou each side of th e obelisk, 
lf* 'j perp etu ally , th e w ater falling into im ­ 
m ense i.isir s of porphyry. T his obelisk has a 
h isto ry , as has ev ery th in g in Rom e. I t had 
stood for 1.500 years on th e ground now oc­ 
cupied by th e church. 
Pope S ix tu s V. re­ 
q u ired its rem oval, and th e arch itect Fon­ 
ta n a w as selected to do th e w erk. 
T he 
stone w eighed 1,000,000 pounds. 
F o n tan a 
took 1*00 m en and 150 horses, ho rigged 
ropes to it and raised it clear from i:a 
foundations, and w ith forty-Bix w indlasses 
low ered it to a horiz m tal position. 
T hen 
it w as m oved on rollers to th e new founda­ 
tio n th a t had been b u ilt for it, and the 
m ore dangerous w ork of raising and placing 
it w as com m enced. 
B ut an unexpected ac­ 
c id en t occurred, 
d u st as it w as being got 
in to place th e ropes stretch ed by th e great 
w eight upon them , and th e pillar hung m o­ 
tionless suspended in th e air. 
T he ropes 
could n o t be shortened, and th e w ork was 
liable to fall ju s ta s it was being com pleted. 
F ortunately for F o n tan a th ere w as a sailor 
in th e th ro n g w ho knew som ething of 
ropes. 
“ W et the ro p es!” he yelled, and 
F o n tan a an d th e obelisk w ere saved. 
T he 
ropes w ere w et, th ey sh ru n k to th e re ­ 
q u ired len g th , and th e w ork w as done. 
T h e obelisk w as in its place, to stan d th ere 
forever, w hich is to Bay as long as an y th in g 
ea rth ly can stand. 
From th is w onderful colonnade-inclosed 
and obelisk an d fo u n tain -stu d d ed square 
S-. P eter’s is beforo you. 
A t first you are 
d isappointed, for yon observe som ething 
w rong ab o u t it. 
I t is not th e im posing 
stru c tu re th a t th e dom e gave you an idea 
of. 
I t looks som ehow dw arfed and insig­ 
n ificant. 
A g reat m istake w as m ade in 
building th e crest facade so high, for from 
th e point of view it cute off th e propor­ 
tions of th e dom e, hiding its base and rob­ 
bing it of haif its glory. 
T he facade is 357 feet long and 141 feet 
high. 
A b jv e is a balustrade w ith statu es 
of C h rist and th e A postles, w hich front th e 
piazza are life size only, b u t w hen you got 
up to th im you find them eighteen feet in 
h ight. 
T he approach to th e en h an ce is by three 
flights of m arble Bteps, after w hich you 
en ter th e vestibule, which is really a grand 
stru ctu re in and of itself, being 4tiS feet 
long, (ifi feet high and 50 feet wide, w hich 
is large enough for a m agnificent church, 
b u t it is only tn e en tran ce to th e church 
itself. 
You push aside a heavy leath ern ecre.n 
on avhich is th e accum ulated d irt aud 
grease of the thousand of filth y hands th a t , 
have pushed it aside. 
T h is leath ern bar- 
ricr passed you are inside th e greatest re- ¡ 
ligious stru ctu re iu the w orld. 
You are in 
a w ilderness of arch itectu re th a t is bew il­ 
d erin g not only because of its m agnifi­ 
cence, h ut of its ex ten t. 
Yon stand on a 
polished m arble pavem ent, SO feet wide, 
500 feet iu length and 52 feet high. 
On 
eith er hand arc m assive C orinthian pillars 
crow ned w ith beautiful capitals, the arch ­ 
w ays leading in to lofty side-chspels n et 
less m agnificent th an the m ain body of the 
church, all ornam ented w ith paintings, 
m osaics, sta tu a ry and every form of artis. 
tic decoration. 
Your breath is taken away by the very 
vasiuees of the interior. 
You see at the 
farther end of the great hall people moving 
about who are dwarfed by the distance 
into pigmies. 
You go up to inspect the 
fluting of a pillar 
and you find it deep 
enough to hold a statue. 
Everything is 
dwarfed by the enormous size of everything 
else. Some idea of the extent of Sc. Peter’s 
as compared w ith other churches may be 
formed from these figure* : St. Peter's is 
G13 feet iu length, St. Paul’s (Londoni, 
520, the Cathedral at Milan 443 —[I) 11. 
Locke, in Toledo Blade.

has a Sne buuqnet, an d is g re a tly superior 
to th a t of ou r valleys, w hose soil is too rich 
and too d am p to p roduce w ine of first q u al­ 
ity . 
I t is m y opinion th a t th e raising of 
grapes is d estined to bee u s e i;i the course of
